The club boys and farmers of Ala­ 
bama aro rapidly improving the quail 
ty of the hogs In the state and also 
the methods of foe<Un©.-but that 4*-not 
all that is needed. Better care should 
be given to keep them as free an p&asF 
ble from lice, mange and worms 
If constantly irritated by lice, hogs 
will -be ^restless and cannot make the* 
best us© of tbeir food. 
Lie© do no* 
add to the appearance of the hog an<T 
there is no market for Alee, even on 
the soft basis. 
They are a pest anti 
a nuisance and should be fought at 
every turn. 
Nearly any oil preparation will de­ 
stroy lice and so will any coal tax 
dlp.tfeucb as Kreso, If the raamtfao 
tUTers directions are rollowed. Crude 
oil applied with a brush or spray or 
in a vat or wallow will also destroy 
them. Treating tho hogs will 4o little 
good unless the beds are aleo cleaned 
There are two types cf maxtge that 
bother hogs. Both are caused, by sfcit 
parasites somewhat similar to mites 
that work into the skip. 
Red mange 
is very difficult to cure, but does wot 
spread rapidly in the herd. 
If an anl 
mai can not be cured, it should be 
fattened and killed and the skin re­ 
moved and burned. 
Scabby or block 
mange spreads more rapidly, bufáis- 
not so difficult to cure. |

Sulphur stirred into crude oil or a 
mixture of sulpfcui*/ kerosene afid InrC 
applied with a brush is A* good mange 
remedy. 
It sStotdd be applied every 
8 or 10 days until tbe trouble disap­ 
pears.
